AUSTIN, Tex. (UPI) - Like many 
measures debated in the legislature, 
the proposed $656.7 million school 
finance bill is a complex one. And a 
welter of proposed amendments— 
39 of them—did not make it any 
simpler. 
The amendments forced the House 
Education Committee to delay action 
Monday on the bill. Rep. Tom Massey, 
D-San Angelo, who adjourned the 
committee meeting after a detailed 
explanation of the bill, said the panel 
will convene again today to work on 
the proposed amendments. 
Rep. Ron Coleman, D-El Paso, the 
sponsor of the bulk of the proposed 
amendments, said the bill emerged 
from subcommittee last week after he 
had left the capital for the weekend. 
He asked for a delay in committee 
action. 
The bill, which channels $414 million 
in additional state funds to local 
districts with a requirement the 
districts reduce local taxes by about 
half that amount, has drawn opposi­ 
tion from the Texas Association of 
School Administrators. 
However, it was endorsed Monday 
by Speaker Bill Clayton who told the 
committee it provided the three items 
essential to a comprehensive school 
finance bill this session — increased 
state aid to local districts, property 
tax relief, and lasting provisions that 
will not need revision next session.

meeting. “After traveling across the 
state, I believe the people of Texas 
want property tax relief.”

Remove adhesive

My Pointer is that I always store ice cream cartons in

DEAR BEA — Many needlework and arts and crafts shop 
sell a spray cleaner that does not leave a powdery residue 
which would be important when the background is a dark 
color. The spray is left on for three minutes and then rubbed 
with a damp towel. Read directions on can. Do not brush as 
that might raise the nap and give a fuzzy look to the work. 
We are assuming that the wool used was colorfast but do be 
sure. I once ruined a needlepoint piece that was not. Another 
method is to use only the foam on mild detergent suds. Apply 
with a sponge and rinse off the same way. If work is on chair 
seats do be careful not to saturate. — POLLY. 
DEAR PO LLY — Shower curtain hooks make great plant 
hangers. Link them together to make a chain and spray paint 
to make the color you want. For the price this beats buying 
jute and m acram e and they are sturdy enough to hold large 
pots. 
Save those plastic milk containers as they make good jugs to 
hold lemonade, water, etc., when going on a picnic. You can 
freeze water in them to put in your cooler later and this will

DEAR PO LLY — One of the readers wanted to know what 
she could do with some leftover wallpaper Doorway entries 
can be enhanced by the addition of chains that appear to be 
beaded hangings but are really made with wallpaper. You can 
cut the wallpaper into diamonds, circles or squares and roll 
each piece around a large needle or a lollipop stick and paste 
together. String to make chains that reach to the floor at 
either end but then taper up gradually so there is a slight arch 
over the center where one walks. — RITA

with one-fourth cup of corn starch put in one cup of water Wet 
a paper towel or lintless cloth with this and clean the windows 
and then polish immediately before it dries using a dry paper 
towel or cloth This is excellent and I like it better than any 
window cleaner I buy.
